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WASHINGTON COUNTY TOWER ORDINANCE . . . UPDATE. 


The newest thing to report is that there is nothing new to report. You may recall that this 
whole _thing was tabled a couple of months ago so the Washington County 
Commissioners could appoint another group to study it some more and try to work out 
a compromise. In my opinion, this is just plain typical government action, ie: if you don't 
know what to do, do nothing. There has been no progress on appointing those who will 
try to hammer out the problems and | can't even find out how the appointments will be~ 
made or who will actually make the selections for those who will do the work. It's all very 
vague at this point but we are as “on top of it" as we can be under the circumstances. 


Some feel that "no decision" is a victory for the hams since it means we will not have to 
deal with more strict regulations that we already have. But do you know what we already 
have? It's not good since the County Building and Safety Department is currently 
applying regulations to ham antennas and towers that were designed to cover buildings 
and it makes for some very unreasonable situations, indeed. The regulations currently 
refer to "structures" which includes antennas and towers according to the County. They 
must be set back 10 feet (in most areas) from property lines and this includes guy wire 
earth anchors which are part of the “structure" according to the County. The maximum 
over-all height is not to exceed 60 feet including the highest part of the antenna and/or 
its support structure. | find these regulations unreasonable and | am not happy with them 
being left in place. Towers such as mine which are obviously higher than 60 feet were 
either put up a long time ago when different regulations were in place or were put up 
without the knowledge or permission of the County. There does not seem to be any way 
to go higher than 60 feet with permission in this County at this time. These regulations 
have not been challenged in court but | think they could be with a fair chance for success 
for the ham. 


One way to at least temporarily solve this problem would be for your part of Washington 
County to join the City of Hillsboro. If you are located within a city, the city ordinances 
regarding antennas and towers apply instead of the county's. Right now, Hillsboro does 
not limit ham antennas or towers in any way. Unfortunately, this could change any time. 
Another way to solve the problem more permanently is to work to replace tower-hostile 
County Commissioners with more friendly ones at election time and get some decent 
regulations in place in Washington County that the surrounding jurisdictions can use as

a model for writing theirs. 


FCC Relaxes Business 
Restrictions 


The Federal Communications Commission 
has enacted a major change in the law restrict- 
ing amateur radio use for personal business 
and public service. Under the new rules, it will 
no longer be a violation to order a pizza or 
make an appointment via amateur radio. The 
Commission has acted to amend the Part 97 
Amateur Service rules allowing for more flexibil- 
ity in personal business and public service 
communications. 

The amendment permits licensees to use the 
amateur service frequencies to assist with pub- 
lic service communications at races, parades, 
and educational activities. Personal communi- 
cations which will no longer be prohibited in- 
clude making appointments, ordering food, and 
collecting data for the National Weather Ser- 
vice. 

Effective 30 days after publishing in the Fed- 
eral Register (approximately September 15th), 
here is what you can do (with some exceptions) 
on the ham bands 


Any amateur-to-amateur communications 
are now permitted unless: 
a. Specifically prohibited. These include:

1. Music (except for incidental space shuttle 
music); 

2. Communications facilitating a criminal act, 

3. Messages obscured by codes or ciphers; 

4. Obscene or indecent words or language; 
and 

5. False or deceptive messages, signals, or 
identification 
b. Transmissions for compensation. The follow- 
ing exceptions apply: 

1. Morse code practice and information bul- 
letins (special criteria); 

2. Classroom teachers using ham radio in 
the classroom. 

c. Transmissions for the pecuniary benefit of 
the station control operator or his or her em- 
ployer. 

The following communications are permitted, 
but not on a *. . . regular basis” (not defined by 
the FCC): 

4. Communications which could be reason- 
ably furnished through other radio services; 

2. Notices concerning sale or trade of ama- 
teur station apparatus; and 

3. Retransmissions of government provided 
space shuttle, propagation, and weather fore- 
cast broadcasts. 

Here are some examples of the old and new 
part 97.113 which covers prohibited communi- 
cations: 


OLD RULE: No amateur station shall trans- 
mit any communications which promotes the 
business or commercial affairs of any party. If 
anyone profits financially, it is an illegal trans- 
mission 

NEW RULE: An amateur may not be paid, 
direct or indirect, for his voluntarily provided 
communications. 

OLD RULE: Except for emergency commu- 
nications, the ham bands may not be used as 
an alternative to other authorized radio ser- 
vices. 

NEW RULE: Amateur-to-amateur communi- 
cations which could reasonably be furnished 
alternatively through other radio services will 
now be permitted on the ham bands—although 
not on a regular basis. This will allow amateurs 
to legally participate with the Weather Service, 
police and fire departments, parks and forestry 
service, and many other local, state, and feder- 
al agencies. TNX Westlink Report, No. 654, 
July 29, 1993, and W5YI Report, Issue 16, Au- 
gust 15, 1993.

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Product Review 
by Alan Churchill AA7CV 


First of all, this really isn't a "product review". It's more 
of a "concept review" in that what you're about to read isn't 
about a commercially available product. However, since there 
are thousands of these around, and since you may want to build 
one for yourself, and since the guy who invented this thing is 
a member of our club, and since he donated one to OTVARC, and 
since most people would think this is a "product review", 
we'll just call it that. 


What is it? Well, it's not a HF mobile amp (although I am 
often asked if I am running "power" while mobile). It's not a 
speech compressor or "power mic" (although I am often 
complemented on my strong audio). It isn't a beam (although I 
often have QSOs with guys who are using beams and our reports 
are the same). It's every hams favorite topic... The Ultimate 
Antenna. 


Don Johnson, W6AAQ started "messing" with mobile antennas and 
mobile operation 40 + 5 years ago. In fact, that is the name 
of his book on the subject. (It's available at Portland * 
Radio.) It is easily the most complete book on how to get 
going on HF mobile. In this book, Don talks about his Big DK3 
antenna. That is what this product review is all about. 


The antenna covers 80 thru 10, tunes to 1.5 to one SWR (or 
better). It tunes all bands right from the driver's seat 
without getting out of your vehicle. You can build it yourself 
in just a few days (OK, weeks) with tools you have in your 
shop (OK, you can borrow a lathe). Even though he isn't in 
the manufacturing business, Don has offered to build one for 
those of us just too weak-fingered to build our own. By the 
time you're finished building the antenna, you will have less 
than $70 invested. Others have actually gone into the 
manufacturing business and sell them through ads in 73, CQ & 
Worldradio for under $300. I think it's a bargain. 


Physically, the antenna consists of a 3-4' piece of 2* 
thin-wall pipe topped by a 1.5' coil which has a 66" whip 
screwed into it. If your antenna is mounted 1' off the ground 
this gives you a total height of around 12' which is well 
below most bridges. If you can get the top of the antenna at 
13' 6" you will enjoy better field strength. I mounted my 
antenna on the right side of the car because the exhaust comes 
out on the left side. Don't do this. If you have a similar 
exhaust situation, move the muffler & tail-pipe to the right 
side of the car. Two reasons. 1. Trees hang lower on the 
right side of the road. I am constantly "hedging" as I drive 
along residential streets. 2. Visibility. I occasionally 
need to look out the window and see how far the coil is 
extended to know if I've missed my point of resonance. With 
the antenna on the right side of the car, I have to get out of 
the car to see. Not good. 
eens ess SSS 
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Tuning the antenna is accomplished with a screwdriver motor 

which is mounted in the 3' pipe. It extends or retracts the 
coil from the pipe which allows you to tune your antenna to 

resonance on any frequency from 3.5 to 30 MHz. I built a 


little control box and mounted it on the dash. The box has an 
“up/down" switch and pushbutton (you could use a DPDT 
momentary momentary). and an antenna switch. I use the 
antenna switch to select either the rig into the antenna or my 
MFJ SWR analyzer into the antenna. If I'm trying to snag a 
“rare one" I can get that puppy right down to 1.1 to 1 and 
know all 100 watts is going out into space instead of talking 
to itself in the coax. I operate mostly 20 while mobile and 
found that if I tune the antenna to 14.250, it will be under 
1.5 to 1 on the entire band without retuning. 40 and 80 is 
another story. Moving 5 to 10KHz on those bands requires 
"tweaking" the pushbutton for a perfect match. The coil has a 
Q of over 200 so a narrow bandwidth is the price we pay for 
efficiency. 


Who have I talked to? Nearly every state since I started 
using the antenna three months ago. Several weeks ago, I had 
a "three-way" going with a trucker in Kansas and a fellow in 
San Diego. We talked for three hours on 20 with almost no 
interruption. The trucker was running 1KW mobile with a Texas 
Bugcatcher. The San Diego ham had a stacked array pointed at 
me and there I was with a puny 100 watts into this W6AAQ 
thing. They couldn't believe it. I think only my rest stop 
breaks convinced them I really was mobile. Last night I QSOd 
with New York, Virginia, Atlanta, Sarasota and lots of guys in 
the Midwest. I even checked into the Naturalist net (complete 
nudist camp listing available) just for fun. " Yes, there 
really is such a thing and the net is run out of Alaska. 

Gads, if I were going to be a nudist, I wouldn't live in KL7 
land! 


The natural extension of this "fully tunable" concept includes 
a dipole (two antennas mounted butt to butt) and maybe even a 
three element beam. Can you imagine a beam that is 
continuously tunable from 80 thru 10? Yipes! 


Would you like to buy one "right off the shelf"? In fooling 
around with this great antenna, I found that Dale LeBarron 
W7FBP, Henry Stewart N7WMW and Debbie Wachner (call not yet 
requested) have been building these in Henry's basement. Give 
Henry a call at 654-3350 for details. 


The antenna can be built just "bare bones" or with an 


automatic resonator that makes it almost a "hands off" 
operation.

The KG7HH Field Day site was a gravel pit 
on Nicholi Mountain. Operators were Jim 
Washer, KG7HH, Dave Aucsmith, N7VKC, and 
Dale Mosby, N7PEX. We set up the station 
Friday, enjoying a very nice warm day. We put 
up a triband beam and two dipoles fed with 
ladder line. The site has a gravel pile about 18 
feet tall that we selected as the spot for our 
beam. Our first attempt at getting the beam up 
used two Rohn 25 tower sections and a mast. In 
hind site it now seems obvious that three people 
could not hope to hold an antenna of this height. 
Once the tower started to oscillate a bit the 
inevitable happened and down it came. Due to 
a daring last minute push we managed to get 
the tower to fall so the antenna went over the 
side of the gravel pile. After some work straight- 
ening aluminum and removing a tower section 
we got a more modest antenna in the air. 


In contrast to the warm Friday Saturday was 
cool, and Saturday night was cold and windy. 
During the day we put one person at the station 
and another person at the computer logging. 
That left the third person free to relax or work 
on some VHF contacts. We made a couple 
dozen VHF contacts and decided to stop with 
that number and concentrate on HF for the 
remainder of Field Day. 


Dinner was provided by Lori Washer, Mary 
Jo Mosby, KB7NJE, and Harmony Mosby, 
N7XFR. About 9 PM we went toa single opera- 
tor while two people slept. The night was very 
windy but fortunately the tent was well an- 
chored.
